About two years ago the 
Committee put the battery 
Ling apparatus^ etc., up In the 
tower, at least dotMiny the weight the 
structure wee Intended to carry. It was 
formerly struck by hand, without Jar¬ 
ring, and now Is struck by the felling of 
nearly three-fourths of e ton of Iron, 
causing the tower to ewey with every 
blow. This has caused thp roof to leak 
sad has ruined the handsome celling In 
the reading-room. It le the opinion of 
the members of the company that the 
tower la sot verj strong, and, unless 
strengthened, may V« overthrown by the 
high winds, or striking of the bell, or 
both combined. 

Now what does the company wish la 
this matter? 1 will Orel answer by tel¬ 
ling what they do oot wish. They do 
not wish mosey, though they have giv¬ 
es much. The town has had the use, 
without expense, of the bell and tower 
(which coat ue 11,500) fur year*, le wel¬ 
come to the pant, and can have the fu¬ 
ture use oa certain condition* The 
Unset Inn is, shall we colitis ue to main¬ 
tain e structure sad apparatus, getting 
nothing for It, and run tbs risk of bev- 
I tag to pay for any damage that may oc¬ 
cur.

I don't think 
any off my readers have a lady friend who 
would not be pleased to receive one ef 
these dainty handkerchief bags. 

Cut a round piece of wood six inches 
in diameter cover one side with a 
piece of dbarse linen, In the center ef 
which embroider a monogram or in¬ 
itial in satin stitch, with yellow silk; tha 
back of the board is neatly covered wi(h 
the same aa other m a te rial.
